Hope 
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House Balks at 
Senate-Passed 
Sales Tax Bill 


Little Rock, April 12 — (/F) —A 


proposed sales tax increase for ben- 
efit of Arkansas public schools and 
state-supported colleges may 
be 


meeting the same fate in the spe- 
cial legislative session that it 'did in 
the regular session — with some 
variations,

The senate yesterday passed a 


bill to boost 
the 
tax from two 


per cent to three per cent for a pe- 
riod to end Dec. 31, 1932. 


But in the house, a Similar bill 


was loaded down with a bunch of 
amendments. Some of the changes 
were proposed by representatives 
openly hostile to any increase In 
the sales tax. One will make the 
bill more difficult to pass. 


During the regular session, a bill 


for temporary increase was passed 
in the senate but was blocked in the 


The house amendments yester- 


day exempted a long list of ar- 
ticles, including seed, fe'ed and fer- 
tllier, foods and drugs, from' pro- 
visions of the bill; set the expira- 
tion date for DC.C. 31, 1951 and said 
that first money derived should be 
used to give increases for class- 
room teachers. 


. And Rep. Paul Van Dalscm, lead- 


er of .a -group opposing a sales tax 
increase, obtained adoption ot an 
amendment to giyo welfare clients 
15 per cent of the expected new 
revenue, estimated at $12,000,000 or 
more a year. 


Speaker 
James R. 
Campbell 


ruled that this revision would mean 
that a two-thirds vote would be re- 
quired for passage of the bill rath 
cr .than a bare majority.

Korea Fighting 
' Tokyo, April 12 — (IP) —American 
warplanes shot down five 
enemy 


hcts, probably destroyed two more 
nnd damaged 15 today In two roar- 
ins air tights over northwest Ko- 
rea. 


All "America planes came safe- 


ly out of the battle. 


One ot the thunderous 
clashes 


was the biggest jet fight In his- 
tory. It Involved 152 Jet planes— 80 
Russian - made M1G • 15s and 72 
American F-80s ntul F-fl4s — and 
about 40 B-29 medium bombers. 


On the ground, two Chinese divi- 


sions pulled buck 
suddenly 
and 


mysteriously on the central front. 
American troops pushed cautiously 
rihcnd in their wage against no op- 
position. Staff offlclcrs said they 
wore puled by the enemy with- 
drawal. 


The two Red divisions Wednes- 


day bitterly opposed Allied cross- 
ings ot the Hainan river south of 
Chorwon. They fought
